Common Roads’ First Annual Gay-Straight Alliance Summit

The Gay-Straight 
Alliance (GSA) of 
Central Dauphin 
East High School was one of many high school 
and college groups attending the first annual 
Common Roads' GSA Leadership Summit held 
in the Wildwood Conference Center of HACC on 
Friday, February 29th. During lunch, Nia Clark 
discussed with her peers various experiences and 
eye opening things she learned in the morning. 

She told Panzee she was most surprised by how 
difficult it was for some high schools to start a 
GSA. At Central Dauphin East, it was easy. Other 
students added how diverse CD East is with ethnic 
backgrounds and supposed this is the reason a 
GSA came relatively easy in their environment. 


The summit's keynote speaker, Terri Houston, gave 
an energetic and inspiring speech to the youth 
groups. She didn't accept the microphone, and 
instead paced through the crowd more flamboyant 
and animated then these kids have seen in any 
cartoon, or video game. She told how today's 
society was suffering from stagnant constipation 
when considering sexual minorities. "It is up to 
you," Terri emphasized, as she pointed out or grabbed several youths one by one, "to decide what 

you think of yourself. Don't let others tell 
you that you don't count." She quoted 
lyrics from Michael Jackson, "I'm starting 
with the man in the mirror... Take a look at 
yourself, and then make a change." 

Many workshops were held through the 
day, often forcing attendees to choose 
between informative topics. While 75-80 
were initially expected, 120 pre-registered. 

In summary, Michelle Simmons, Executive 

Directory of Common Roads, noted: "\ 
was so impressed with the strength and 
enthusiasm of the students here today, 
and the dedication of their advisers. This 
summit was a great opportunity for all of us 
to get together, and I'm looking forward to 
building on the momentum we created here 
today."

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Are Childhood 
fll Seeds Planted 
For Life?

It is a known fact that for a plant to grow and 
mature, seeds have to be planted first so the 
roots can sprout, and they ultimately turn into 
growth for the plant itself. We also know it 
is not only the seed itself that is needed for 
development, but the nutriments within the 
soil, the water necessary to germinate the 
seed, and whatever sunlight necessary for the 
specific plant as well. So why is it then that the 
saying, “We reap what we sow," is not normally 
related to the crops that we actually plant, but 
to our lives as human beings? 

There are a multitude of theories already 
expressed which, perhaps for some, define the 
answer to that very question. Many of them 
begin with the impact of a child’s upbringing 
and how that sets the stage for the rest of 
that person s life. Are we all a product of 
our childhood environment, and even more 
importantly, can we change it? 

Some child psychologists imply that what 
develops in childhood, environmentally, 
emotionally, physically and mentally, will, by its 
nature, likely define a pre-destined path for life. 
There have been case studies that take it even 
further, suggesting that a child who is raped 
becomes a rapist, one that is brutally treated 
grows up to be a brutal individual, or one from 
a very dysfunctional household becomes 
dysfunctional, and the list goes on from there. 
For those who do not become a replica of their 
childhood, as an adult, it is suggested that 
they become withdrawn and not a productive, 
socially interacting member of society. Always 
the conclusion implies the same end result: an 
abused child will be a scarred person for life. 

We all know there are adults complaining 
that all of their problems are because of what 
occurred during their childhood, and have that 
“woe is me” attitude. Some even take it to 
a level of how life “owes" them for what they 
have been through. Such individuals would 
seem to support the previous psychological 
findings. Well, I disagree, and whole-heartedly 
so. 

I agree that a child who has to endure horrific 
ordeals will have problems of some form. 
Anyone who thinks otherwise would be 
misguided at best. However, as with all things 
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in life, we all do have a choice. For those of 
us who went through that childhood hell, we 
can, as adults, choose to live in our misery 
stemming from what we endured, or we can 
realize that life is what you make it. 

I would agree that, yes, the seed may have 
been planted during childhood. However, I 
strongly believe in cross-pollination. You can 
add those special positive nutriments of life, 
much as one might do with Miracle-Gro for 
plants. The roots become stronger and the 
plant blossoms beyond what normally would 
be expected. The same holds true, I think, for 
life itself. 

For someone who went through hell and back 
several times over as a child, I do not define 
myself with, and hopefully never project, that 
“woe is me" attitude. I was in foster homes for 
nine years; locked out in the cold, wearing only 
underwear, at age four, most times needing 
to find my own shelter and food out of a dog 
dish, or wherever. I was told by teachers and 
classmates that I was worse than dirt; not even 
my parents wanted me. I was repeatedly 
raped and physically abused; locked in a buffet 
for hours at a time. I even had a death threat 
by my father. The bottom line is, “Who care?" 
That was many decades ago, and is in the 
past. 

To say my childhood was difficult would 
be an understatement at best. Yes, such 
experiences can and will cause emotional 
problems, scars, and more; however, once we 
become adults and out of that environment, it 
then becomes our choice as to what to do with 
that freedom, whether to live in the past and 
be miserable, or to move forward. Regardless 
of how difficult and painful it was, I chose the 
latter. 

So, I truly do understand how one could have 
that “woe is me" attitude due to childhood 
experiences; however, I also find it a useless 
waste of life. For those of us who have “been 
there and done that," we have to focus not on 
what we had to endure, but on how lucky we 
were to survive - many don’t. 

Such things, of course, result in those 
emotional and mental scars; however, there is 
nothing that cannot be overcome, eventually. 

It is likely we will not forget, and probably 
better that we don’t. It is those memories that 
help us ensure that we never fall into the trap 
of being just another replica link in that never- 
ending cycle of destructive behavior. 

I also believe we can take those horrific 
experiences, learn from them, and then turn

the tables and use that knowledge for good in 
helping others. I now look at my upbringing, 
or lack thereof, as a gift of sorts. With that 
said, I am not suggesting, nor implying, that 
any child should ever have to go through what 
others and I have. What I am suggesting is 
that you can take those experiences and utilize 
the knowledge from them to help others, just 
like one who is a cancer survivor is more likely 
to be able to help someone just diagnosed 
with cancer than a counselor that has never 
experienced it. It is that “How did you get 
through it?" that makes the difference. 



Obviously for some, they need to remove 
themselves entirely, and therefore utilize 
whatever talent and gifts they have in other 
ways. The key is to find out what works for 
them individually, and then pursue it, growing 
beyond the misery of the early years. 

For me, once I dealt with the hurting inner-me 
and got beyond that, I was fortunate enough 
to become a counselor for others. Since I had 
the experiences I did, my counsel was never 
based upon some textbook theory - it was 
based upon reality of what happens in life, the 
“school of hard knocks." No one really knows 
unless they have been through the experience, 
me included. 

While counseling others, I was told many 
times, “You just don’t understand what I have 
been through,” which was the same comment 
they made to any other counselor to whom 
they may have been. The difference was I had, 
in almost every case, experienced at least 
some form of their past; therefore, I was able 
at times to give them the hope, albeit perhaps 
initially a tiny bit of hope, that they too could 
rise above the past. 

The main point is that regardless of what seed 
was planted as a child, or what level of horrific 
experiences were endured, we can change 
the outcome. It is within each of us to have 
the power and ability to change the pattern, 
break the mold of that destructive link, and 


move on way beyond what would otherwise be 
considered the inevitable. 

I am a strong willed and inner fighter, and I 
decided years ago I would not settle to be 
the product of my childhood environment. 

Nor should anyone else. In those years that 
I counseled others, it was difficult at best to 
revisit many of the scenes I lived through, 
again and again, through others’ ordeals. 

There were, of course, exceptions to matched 
experiences. 

I had a number of female clients who were 
totally emotionally and mentally distraught 
adults, who were still living in the horrors of 
their upbringing. It was difficult to hear them 
describe the details of how their father, brother 
or uncle raped them, and repeatedly so. How 
does one really respond? There is no quick 
fix. Obviously, as a male, I could not correlate 
specifically to females being raped, although 
being raped as a child myself I did have 
some level of understanding. Sometimes just 
sharing similar experiences does help to make 
the person feel that they are not the only one; 
they are not alone. Then you begin to build a 
foundation of trust and can go from there. It 
was a long hard battle for them, with countless 
hours of counseling, but one did overcome 
completely and switched her career and began 
working at a rape center. She still works there 
to this day. 



The real factor at play here is to not get 
swallowed up in those memories, whatever 
they are. Remember them, yes, but do 
not wallow in self pity, to the point of being 
unable to function and move on. Learn how 
to overcome the hurt, anger, and pain within 
you, and then move on through whatever 
natural development for which you were really 
destined. We have to realize that, of course, 
any seed sown as a child cannot be unsown; 
however, the roots of that seed can be snipped 
off at the ends and the dirt loosened around 
the roots to stimulate growth, much as one 
would do when transplanting a plant. It is not 
easy, but then rarely are worthwhile things 
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easy to achieve. 

There are many cases of success and failure 
in that progression; unfortunately too many 
of the latter. If just one individual succeeds, 
the efforts are worthwhile. I had a friend who 
was a licensed psychologist who knew of my 
counseling sideline, so to speak. He knew of 
layman successes, (although he never quite 
understood why), and called me one day to 
consider seeing one of his clients whom he 
was unable to help after a year of sessions. 
Even though it was completely unethical from 
a professional standpoint, he thought anything 
that may help would be better than the likely 
outcome otherwise. Obviously he could not 
share any information, but said he would refer 
him to me. I agreed. 

The client, although leery at first, did see 
me. He was a suicidal teenager. He was 
from a broken home, and, as in many such 
cases, he felt somehow responsible for it. He 
simply could not get over that guilt, and even 
worse, now felt unwanted by both parents. 

He felt that he was in the way. It took a long 
while for him to become stable, but he too 
became a success story. He moved in with his 
grandmother, since neither parent wanted him 
(he was correct in that feeling). He became 
an honor roll student again, graduated at the 
top of his class, and went on to college. That 
success didn’t come easy, but then it never 
does.

As a beaten child I know that all too well. 

And no, I am not talking about the spankings 
children may need, but those physically 
brutal beatings, where the bruises and lumps 
on your face are so bad you are kept home 
from school for weeks at a time until they 
disappear. Or those bleeding whelps on the 
back, buttocks and legs, whether received as 
a youngster or a teenager. In my case, both. 
There is no real quick answer to help those 
who have gone through it. You simply have 
to get beyond all that. The one thing I always 
stressed was to never forget. You cannot hide 
the past, but you do not have to live in it either. 
Not forgetting helps to groom you to be able to 
have compassion for those others who have 
gone through it too. 

Sometimes the memories themselves can be 
difficult to recap, but it is nevertheless part 
of the process of getting past it. One of the 
worst situations to deal with, I think, is when 


there was a murder, or even the threat of 
one, in the family by a family member. One 
client I dealt with told me he saw his mother 
shoot his father. How can one possibly state 
anything that can help? That is not just a 
seed, but an abnormal destructive action of 
life, in which there is no potential to change the 
ultimate conclusion. It’s done. Even worse, 
the memory itself is a visual one, the worst to 
endure. 

I fortunately did not have the experience of 
an actual murder before me. I was lucky 
in comparison, at least regarding the visual 
memory. One night, several years after getting 
back with my parents, when I was a teenager, 
my father threatened to kill my mother, brother, 
sister and me. He ran out the door with rifles 
in hand, jumping in his car, tearing out of the 
driveway after us. We were in mom’s car, 
hoping to reach the police station before he 
caught up with us. Obviously we made it. The 
terror a child, teenager or not, feels, looking 
back at the car behind them, not knowing 
whether to duck, jump out of the car, or what, 
and knowing it is their father in that car, is 
indescribable. 

Many of us have had horrible childhoods, 
and many superseded my terror, by far, 
in that poorly seeded and fed childhood. 
Though it isn’t about whose was worst, it isn’t 
about getting pity or giving it, it isn’t about 
feeling sorry or expressing it; it is only about 
overcoming that past in spite of all the odds. 


Yes, a seed may have been planted. Yes, 
perhaps that seed was lacking in nutriments, 
and certainly the wrong nutriments when they 



existed; with little water and little sunlight. As 
an adult, that can be changed, and blossoming 
into the real person we were meant to be 
can be done. It’s hard work, requiring a fight 
within you. Nevertheless, those expected 
outcomes of the bad seeds planted do not 
necessarily mean the result has to fit within 
the mold, becoming that product of the 
environment. Let’s all strive for planting those 
positive seeds in life.

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The Body 
Impolitic

“All politics is local,” said the late lamented 
Tip O’Neill of Boston, erstwhile Speaker of the 
House of Representatives. “The personal is 
political," has long been a rallying cry of feminists 
and other champions of the politics of identity 
and resentment. 

According to Merriam-Webster’s most excellent 
unabridged dictionary, the phrase the body politic 
means “the whole people organized and united 
under a single political authority: a politically 
organized society : STATE." In a moment of 
asocial and rather puerile whimsy, I chose “The 
Body Impolitic" as the title for this column; impolitic 
meaning, according to the scholars of Springfield, 
Massachusetts, “not politic: contrary to or lacking 
in policy: UNWISE, INEXPEDIENT." Works for 
me. 

My earliest memory of political awareness is 
pretematurally clear. I’d been through the duck 
and cover drill in grammar school. Really. We 
lived on Lake Winnipesaukee in New Hampshire. I 
was six years old, sitting between my mother, who 
was ironing, and my brother, who was making or 
repairing something (as he’s probably doing right 
now, fifty years later). We were watching a fuzzy 
image of Nikita Khrushchev, on our second-hand 
10-inch black-and-white television, addressing 
the United Nations General Assembly about 
disarmament. I asked, “Does he mean that they’ll 
put down their guns if we put down ours?" My 
brother, 7 years older than I, said in surprise, 
“You get this?" and my mother said, “I guess so.” 
“Hunh," I said, “He must think we’re pretty stupid!" 
I pictured the Russians as living somewhere to 
the north of the lake, because I’d been told the 
missiles would be coming from over the North 


Pole where I knew Santa Claus didn’t live. All 
politics is local. 

Two years later we lived in western Massachusetts 
in another New England village. I was for Richard 
Nixon simply because I’d been excited seeing 
the Republican Convention on the same old TV, 
but when I learned that Laurie Morse, the pretty 
blond girl who sat behind me in third grade, was 
for Jack Kennedy, I switched parties with no more 
conscience than a politician. The personal is 
political. 

That 10-inch tube lasted just long enough for me 
to watch Kennedy’s inauguration with it’s stirring 
“ask not" and “fight any foe" and “torch passed to 
a new generation." Then the picture was reduced 
to a single green dot in the middle of a black 
screen as the best and the brightest careened 
from disaster to catastrophe to tragedy, the true 
facts and full import gradually unfolding over the 
coming decades: the narrow vote count and the 
cartons of uncounted ballots in Chicago; the Bay 
of Pigs—Kennedy pulled promised air cover at the 
eleventh hour and the invaders were slaughtered 
on the beach; the Missile Crisis—brinkmanship 
brought the world to the edge of nuclear war, 
when the Russians had merely installed missiles 
in Cuba in response to Kennedy putting missiles in 
Turkey: Khrushchev backed down and saved the 
world, and paid the personal political price—that 
was a profile in courage; the gradual escalation of 
the “police action” in Vietnam; the assassinations 
of Diem in Vietnam and what’sisname in South 
America, and the farcical attempts on Castro; 
Marilyn Monroe; The Mafia moll; Dallas, Texas. It 
was a busy 1,037 days. 

When told by Lloyd Bentsen, “Senator, you’re no 
Jack Kennedy," Dan Quale acted like he’d been 
slapped in the face with a salted cod instead of 
taking it as a compliment. Bill Clinton famously 
tried on the emperor’s mantle of Jack Kennedy 
and the Secret Service once again lived up to its 
name and expedited presidential adultery. And 
fans of Barak Obama want him to audition for 
Camelot? No, god, NO! He can do better than 
that.

How 
many, however, are aware of the 
eclectic exhibitions mounted on 
a rotating basis in six locations 
in the community? These “AAH 
Community Exhibitions” offer 
artists an additional venue in 
which to display their work, 
and they bring fine art into the 
workplace for people to enjoy. 

Over the past twenty years, 

AAH has mounted Community 
Exhibitions in many different 
locations, from law firms, to 
retirement homes, to institutions 
of higher learning. The six 
current locations include 
Highmark in Camp Hill, Penn 
State Harrisburg’s Provost’s 
Hallway, Reservoir Mansion, The 
Downtown Improvement District Visitors’ Centre, 
Penn National Insurance, and Dauphin County 
Courthouse Register of Wills/Recorder of Deeds 
Offices. Once a year, AAH also presents an 
exhibition at Whitaker Centre as well. The other 
six locations have rotating shows that change 
every three months, and all but Highmark are 
open to the public.

Frotscher holds her BFA and MFA from 
Penn State and also studied print 
making at Slade school of Art in 
London. She employs the intaglio 
process in her etchings, which 
reflect surrounding landscapes 
and her Amish neighbors.

“ Living Positive

Someone recently sent me a copy of the Center for 
Disease Control’s (CDC) Influenza Summary Update 
for the week ending February 16, 2008. It shows 
a map of the United States with every state except 
Florida colored in a lovely shade of brown, indicating 
that there is widespread influenza activity. Florida, it 
turns out, has only regional influenza outbreaks as of 
this date. So, go ahead - try to hide from it. Nearly 
any direction you turn this year, the flu will be there to 
greet you. It goes without saying that this could mean 
big problems for people with HIV. 

If you live with HIV, it is essential that you speak to 
your doctor about flu/colds and how you can remain 
healthy during flu/cold season. In the interest of 
full disclosure, I am not a physician or medical 
professional. Only physicians and other medical 
professionals may diagnose and treat specific medical 
conditions. I offer this information to you simply as 
a guide and none of this information is a substitute 
for sound medical advice from a qualified medical 
professional. Now that the air has been cleared so-to- 
speak, let’s continue. 

As you may know, having HIV/AIDS can make it 
very difficult to fight off colds and the flu. Some 
basic information that may be of help to you includes 
understanding the difference between a cold and the 
flu. 

According to thebody.com, a cold may be characterized 
by a sore throat, stuffy nose and overall congestion. 
Colds might also cause sneezing and coughing and 
typically only last a few days. Speak to you doctor 
about ways to deal with colds. 

The flu, however, can cause fevers, aches, and the 
chills and can last for one to two weeks or longer. 
Symptoms such as these tend to creep up on you 
rather suddenly. One telltale sign that 
you may have the flu is if you experience 
high fever. High fever, according to 
webmd.com, is a fever over 102 degrees. 

If you experience any of these symptoms, 
contact your doctor without delay. 

If you get the flu, be sure to keep a 
few things in mind. First, according to 
webmd.com, drink as many fluids as 
possible and rest often so your body 
can recover. Webmd.com also suggests 
eating small meals if possible even if you 
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don’t feel much like eating. The thinking behind this 
suggestion is that small meals may actually stimulate 
your appetite and allow you to eat more food to help 
your body in the recovery process. 

Of course, there are a variety of over-the-counter 
medications available to treat the symptoms of the 
flu. These medications may not vacate the flu from 
your body altogether, but they may help to make you 
feel at least a little better. Some of the meds even 
tout that they may be able to reduce the number of 
days you have to suffer. Speak to your doctor and/or 
pharmacist about what over-the-counter medications 
are best for you. 

Perhaps one of the best ways to combat the flu is to 
not get it in the first place. This might be easier said 
than done, but it is certainly worth a try. According to 
the Center for Disease Control (CDC), certain groups 
of people in the country are recommended for getting 
a flu shot each year. These groups include people 
with HIV/AIDS because the flu may very well cause 
significant medical illness for these people. Your 
doctor can give you a flu shot each year if you desire 
one. Some people with HIV also have members of 
their family get vaccinated as well to help prevent 
spreading it to one another. 

According to webmd.com, other steps that you may 
consider taking to help prevent getting sick with the 
flu include using good hygiene. Also, avoid rubbing 
your eyes or mouth after touching surfaces and 
consider using an antibacterial solution to cleanse 
areas commonly used by many people in your home. 
For example, clean the computer, telephone and 
doorknobs with such a solution to help reduce your 
risk of contracting the flu. 

Coming down with the flu is certainly no picnic. If 
you’ve ever suffered the wrath of 
influenza, then you know all too well that 
it could mean a week or two or longer of 
miserable suffering. Of course, if you 
have HIV and get the flu, things could be 
a lot worse. The trick is to keep one step 
ahead of the flu if you can. Do all you 
can to avoid the coughers and sneezers 
in society, wash your hands often and 
speak to you doctor about the flu. Come 
flu season, you may just be very grateful 
that you did.

The Benefits of Power Steering

About two decades 
ago I learned how 
to drive in a Dodge 
Dart. It was a big old 
boat without power 
steering, or power anything for that matter. 
Parallel parking was a nightmare! Gripping the 
wheel and pulling with all my might to squeeze 
the huge vehicle into the spaces that would 
legally be available to me was quite a task.

With the exception of losing a 
couple of points in the handling of the yacht 
that was my vehicle while parallel parking, I 
passed with flying colors. 

These days I drive a car with power 
steering, tilt wheel, power brakes, and A/C. 

I don’t have any trouble parallel parking 
anymore, but I am truly grateful for having 
learned to parallel park in my Dodge Dart. If 
it were not for the fact that I learned to drive 
in that vehicle, I probably wouldn’t be able to 
park my current vehicle in spaces that most of 
my friends would think were impossible. What 
I learned in that Dodge Dart was a foundation, 
and adding that foundation to the advances 
that have been made, I have become much 
better able to deal with driving in today’s world 
(and parallel parking in today’s cities). 

One of the most confusing things 
about this life of ours is also one of the most 
beautiful. It is something that was put into 
words by Henry David Thoreau, in “Walden." 
Later Drummer would adopt it, but it has 
always blazed in the hearts of the Tribe. “If a 
man does not keep pace with his companions 
perhaps it is because he hears a different 
drummer. Let him step to the music which he 
hears, however measured or far away.” The 
idea is that we may all have our own ways 
to reach the same destination.

The treasured 
foundation is called knowledge, entrusted to 
us by our mentors, which we would be foolish 
not to heed, but also upon which we must build 
in order to grow and better ourselves. Without 
that growth and desire for betterment we will 
wither and die. 

We should never forget those gifts that 
have been handed to us by our teachers, our 
mentors, and our forbears. Neither should 
we disgrace those gifts by choosing to live 
in complacency while the world changes 
and grows around us. They did not. They 
questioned, they dared to ask why they could 
not live life as they chose. Then they made 
a choice to live life, as they desired to live it. 
Some in that time called them outlaws because 
of it, yet it was through their struggles, their 
fight, that we now find ourselves in a time 
where we don’t have to be outlaws, although 
to some we are, a world where we can live our 
lives as we choose simply because that is our 
choice to make.
